I built a long time ago) throttled back to 5 watts. The antenna is a 100 
ft. end-fed wire/counterpoise. My Yaesu spends a lot of time gathering 
dust, because its receiver can't hear as well as the SP-600 (500 Hz 
bandwidth vs. 

200 Hz in the SP-600). 


Bells and whistles don't make a better receiver, but good sensitivity, 
selectivity, and low noise characteristics sure do! Don't sell the current 
crop of qrp rigs short - many of the receivers are peaked for relatively 
narrow frequency bands and will often run rings around the current crop of 
commercial rigs. One of my pet peeves is that the "so-called" modern 
commercial receiver designs are often patterned after the wide-band vhf 
and uhf receivers. The designers either ignore (or don't understand) the 
unique requirements that an hf receiver should meet. The old maxim "if you 
can't hear them, you can't work them" is still true! 


It is a hobby, and I have a lot of fun!

Dale, I can run the numbers throught my Pout program (written in C for 
DOS or a DOS window). However, you'll need to give me some idea of 
the SWR or impedances between the antenna and the ladder-line, and the 
coax and ladder-line (50 ohm : 300/450?) I£ you don't match at the 
coax/ladder-line there will be reflections there as well. Assuming 
you do match there and not also at the ladder-line/antenna junction 
there will be reflections there. I'd not worry about that connection 
for a dipole even tho' the SWR could be quite high. 


An example might help. Let's say the loss in dB is -0.4 for RG-*/foam 
at 7.04 MHz per 100 ft. (That's close I believe) So, for 130 ft 
let's make it -0.5 dB. Now, 450 ohm aldder-line I think is about 
-0.15 (I can't find it in my older handbook, anyone know?) 


For a mismatch of 450/50 = 9:1 on the coax/ladder-line we get: 65% 
after 13 reflections. 


The ladder-line to a tuned dipole (450/73o0hms abt 7:1 SWR) I'll use 
7:1 even tho' it's closer to 6:1. gives: 89% 


These must be multiplied together to get the final as: (.65 X .89) = 58% 


If, on the other hand, you put a tuner at the coax/ladder-line then 

there is only one pass for the coax loss of -0.5 dB and this gives: 

89% also, so the total output is: .89 X .89 = 79% of the transmitted 
power gets out the antenna. 


I hope this helps. 


(Please note that I change between fractions and % perhaps too 
quickly. .89 X .89 = .7921, If the power output was 1 watt then you 
get .7921 watts out, which is abt 79% of the initial 1 Watt. Thus, 
I simply change for ease of understanding, I hope.:)

I must say I am delighted with the SST (20m) rig, but just pondering 
some ideas for mods: 


1 It could do with a bit more on the Rx side. Wondering whether to 
add a dual gate MOSFET preamp or perhaps a balanced 741 audio preamp. 
2 VFO thoughts - I obtained a 16mhz xtl and thought that instead 


of the VXO, a NE601 (or 612) mixer/osc using the 16mhz and mixing with 
that a 2mhz VFO, which should be pretty stable at that low freq. A 
simple tuned cct would clean the o/p up and perhaps a small rf amp to 
boost the o/p. This could be built in or external. The VXO could be 
either left in and switched off if the VFO is used, but would be there 
for compactness if required. If the VXO is not needed, it could be 
modded as the VFO on 2mhz +/-. 


3 The RF gain on the back is never used here, so, I could use that 
as a speed control for a built in keyer... 
4 The pwr switch on the back also is redundant in my case, so it 


could be used to either switch the VXO on/off and activate the VFO 
(above). 


With the standard varicap mine tunes 14.046 - 14.056 about. Funny thing 
is though, with the tuning pot at either end of it's travel, the VX0O 
stops working, any ideas? 

The output is exactly one watt on the d/load-pwr meter.

All the reviews I've read in the past (in WRTV Handbook) gave 
most of the YachtBoy series mediocre marks, esp. considering the 
price of many of them. That may have changed in the last 2-3 
years though. 


I've been xreally*x happy with my old RS DX-440 (aka Sangean 818a 

I think...), IMHO very good performance for the price (around US 
$200 or so). Has BFO switch for CW reception, SSB (USB/LSB), 
reasonable audio, solid construction. It survived plenty of abuse 
while bouncing around in a light armored vehicle during the Gulf 
War (sand, unplanned gravity tests, the gorilla-fingered lieutenant, 
etc). Missing a few knobs now, but still works FB. :-) The high-end 
Sony gets good marks too, but is a bit pricey for me. 


YMMV (Your mileage may vary). Wonder how many other hams got their 
start as SWLers?

Folks, I've been sick so finally up and about enough to 
share some news. 


Two things: Got a new rig. Asking help for weak areas 
identified with the rig. 


A friend gave me a Drake TR-3 with RV-3 remote vfo. 

This was two days ago, just as I was feeling ill. Somehow 

I found a little time to check out the rig during my downtime. 
Hi. 


This is a sideband rig, with AM and CW capabilities. I can 
definately bend the needle on the 50 Watt scale of my QRP 
wattmeter! Easily tunes down to as low as 1/2 watt! 


After cleaning the antenna relay it now receives and transmits 
again. This was a little tricky. I used a brass shim and 
slid it between the contacts. FB on the method. Cleaned 
right up. 


Things I don't like: 
No CW sidetone. No Narrow filters, just SSB filters. 


Possible problem area: I get full Power, as I can see, when 
transmitting above 7100 KHz. But the power tapers off as 

I tune lower, with a max of 10 Watts at 7040 and below.... 
I didn't experiment on the other bands. But I think it was 
weaker at the lower band edge there too.

I read with some interest the thread about allowing the big bucks Bells and 
Whistles rigs to compete with the QRP rigs in QRP contests. I am 
particularly interested by comments to the effect that those who use the 
bells and whistles rigs are at some great advantage and should not be 
allowed to compete with ""pure QRP" rigs such as the NC40, OHR100, SWLs and 
so forth. 


Note - I use a Kenwood TS850SAT as my primary QRP rig so you should 
exercise some caution in evaluating my comments. 


I think that the basic performance of a bells and whistles rig is an 
advantage, but only if the operator is experienced enough to use it. The 
electrical advantage is probably not nearly as great as one would think. 


For my talk at Ft. Tuthill last summer I did some performance comparison of 
simple receivers used for QRP. I also did some musing on why the 
performance of inexpensive simple QRP receivers plays so well against that 
of commercial rigs. 


Many people who listen to the simple receivers used in QRP rigs are amazed 
by their performance on CW and usually compare them favorably to their 
commercial rig. Given the relatively great cost differential I find this 
somewhat amazing. After some consideration I conclude that this is due to 
several issues; 


1. Better RF front end filtering. Most QRP receivers have two stage 
bandpass filters in addition to a low pass filter, offering very good out 
of band rejection of unwanted signals. Many commercial rigs use only half 
octave low pass filters, or bandpass filters only on critical bands such as 
40M. This wide input bandpass can degrade the receiver's 2nd order 
intermodulation performance. 


2. The IF filtering is usually narrow. Most commercial rigs are sold 
without CW filters, while most simple rigs have good narrow IF filtering. 
When supplied the commercial CW filters can have poor shape factor and high 
insertion loss. There are second order effects here as well, many 
commercial rigs use filters that have substantial loss and do not 
compensate for this in the IF gain which is usually set up for SSB. Filter 
blowby can be an issue as well, as is proper filter termination, all of 
which are usually handled better in QRP receivers. 


3. Most simple QRP receivers use multipole narrow audio filtering to 
supplement the IF filtering. In commercial rigs the audio filtering is 
often set up for SSB or missing altogether. 


4. The simple rigs handle AGC better. In simple QRP rigs it is either 
missing (best), can be turned off, or has time constants tailored 
explicitly for CW. 


5. The gain is better partitioned between stages in simple QRP receivers. 
High gain is usually accompanied by narrow selectivity, as it should be. 
This can be a problem in commercial rigs where the first stage usually has 
a wide bandwidth to accommodate FM and a reasonable amount of gain to get 
low noise on 10M. Well designed QRP rigs accommodate the shortfalls of the 
components better than do commerical rigs. Examples include the use of a 
potentiometer at the input to limit signal levels in the SWL series, and 
the use of a post filter to the MC1350 IF to reduce wide band noise 
generated in the IF in the Sierra. 


6. Low noise oscillators are usually used in simple QRP receivers rather 
than the synthesized oscillators and their often high phase noise used in 
commercial DC to Daylight rigs. This improves weak signal reception in the 
presence of strong signals. 


7. The audio stages of simple QRP rigs are often based on low noise 
"audiophile" quality devices such as the NE5532, OP275 or LMC662. The audio 
stages of commercial rigs in comparison often are noisy and accompanied by 
relatively high distortion. If the LM386 output stage is rolled off to get 
rid of the hiss a low noise low distortion audio stage for headphone CW is 
easily realized in simple rigs. 


Despite the low intercept point of the 602, the performance of simple QRP 
rigs based on the NE602/(MC1350)/NE602 chip set is surprisingly good. Using 
two tone dynamic range, blocking dynamic range and sensitivity as criteria, 
they meet the DeMaw/Hayward criteria for casual operating and approach the 
criteria for DXing/Contesting. They equal the performance of many rigs 
built in the early 80s, and far surpass the performance of the rigs that 
made Kenwood and Yaesu commonplace in Hamdom; the FT101 and TS520. 


The QRP rigs with diode ring mixers in the front end and good low noise 
oscillators, such as the Hands rig and some OHR models, meet the 
DeMaw/Hayward criteria for DXing/Contesting, and can hold their own for CW 
use against many contemporary commercial rigs. 


There are classic receivers that perform well against even today's best 
receivers; the Collins R390A, 75A4 and 75S receivers, the Drake R4 series, 
and National HROs are among the best commercial ham receivers ever made. 
These are tube models; as manufacturers straightened out solid state design 


in the early 80s such newer classic performers were produced to include the 
Kenwood TS930, Icom 730 and 735, and Ten Tec Corsair. Several 
manufacturers in the early to mid 90s produced rigs with excellent 
receivers, arguably some of the best performing ever made for Ham use, 
including the Kenwood TS850s, the Icom 765, the Ten Tec Omni VI, and the 
Yaesu FT1000(and its variants). The recent infatuation of Ham manufacturers 
with DSP has resulted in a new crop of rigs that tend to skimp on the IF 
filtering with the hopes that filtering can be made up by the DSP at a 
lower IF frequency (it can't without compromising strong signal 
performance). For CW digital signal processing does not appear to be a 
significant advantage over switched capacitor filtering where band pass and 
low pass filters with 12 or 16 poles can be made easily from a couple of 
chips for $10-$20. 


I have toyed with an idea for a high performance low cost QRP transceiver 
for home use that unfortunately has not gone past the conceptual stage. 
Perhaps someone on the list can implement it before I can. Both the 75S 
series and R4 receivers had local oscillator outputs on the back. It would 
be straightforward to take this output and mix it with the proper 
crystal(s), perhaps with a 602, buffer the output and use it to drive a 
final to 5 W or so. Add some simple TR switching and you have a CW 
transceiver with a high quality receiver. The early 75S receivers and R4s 
go for $200 to $300 or less when found at hamfests, so this should be a 
relatively inexpensive project. 


On to Bells and Whistles. In an exercise to determine which features I 
would want in a QRP transceiver I have tracked my use of the bells and 
whistles when I use my TS850SAT. This is an useful exercise that I 
recommend to anyone. I use the following all the time and would be lost 
without them; 


1. Built in keyer with memory (although I wish it were easier to switch 
between a keyer and straight key) 

2. Adjustable bandwidth (the independent low and high cuts are useful, 
though not essential) 

3. An AGC off position 

4. Automatic antenna tuner (although it should be in line for receive) 

5. Built in SWR meter 

6. RIT and XIT (I use both. They are very useful for Fox Hunts. There are 
good reasons why X is used to abbreviate Transmit rather than T) 

7. Dual VFOs 

8. Scratch pad memory (this is particularly useful during contests and Fox 
hunts) 

9. Noise blanker (better on some bands and types of noise than on others) 
10. Variable front end gain (AIP or RF attenuator) 

11. Scanning memories (useful for finding satellite activity) 


With the exception of 8 and 11 all of these can and have been implemented 


in simple QRP rigs. In some cases, such as 1 and 4 they probably can be 
implemented better than in my 850. The resulting rig is probably not 
simple, but then that is the trade one makes. It can all be implemented in 
a straight forward manner. 


Well I am not sure where all this rambling has taken us, but I have tried 
to make the point that the big rigs with all the bells and whistles do not 
have that much advantage over the simpler rigs. There are contests that 
give bonus points for homebrew and kit rigs. That is the way it should be, 
but the users of simple rigs are not necessarily at a disadvantage in the 
Fox Hunt. 


Thanks for taking the time to read this far. I hope it has not been a waste 
of your time.

Someone will get 
you a schematic and/or manual and it will be easy.

Simplest and best way to handle this (in my opinion) might be to install 
a Radio Adventure BK-175 -- see 


http://www. radioadv.com/products/Accessories/BK175.htm 


vintage radio adapter. It includes keyer, sidetone, and sequencing for 
full CW break-in. They also have a fast antenna relay available -- hey 
this could become a mini-TenTec! I haven't tried it, but I do have 
their CodeBoy keyer, and this unit uses the same basic keyer chip -- 
looks like a great idea (I have no connection, etc.). 


As far as filtering is concerned, unless you can find a CW filter at the 
appropriate IF, then a simple and almost-as-good approach would be to 
add an OHR SCAF internally -- I did this with my OHR 100, with excellent 
results. You might have to shut off the AGC and ride gain manually if 
there was a very strong signal within the SSB filter's passband.

First of all, sorry for the cross post, but this topic is currently bringing 
up good information on the g-list, and it comes up often enough on qrp-l in 
the ex-colonies, that I feel both lists may contain members who would benefit 
but not see the discussion on the other list. 


1. In discussing loops, it is good to specify if we are dealing with full 


sizes such as one wavelength circumference loops. Here, that is my interest. 


2. A very important point I see being left out of some first hand accounts is 
whether the loop is oriented Vertically or Horizontal to the earth under it. 
I suggest we could put an account of our favorite loop on the lists with a 
title like "40m Loop, V" for a vertically oriented loop. 


The typical horizontal loop could be titled: "40m Loop, H", and if a sloping 
loop, such as laid out on the gable roof, one could use the abbreviation: 
"-S". In the case of vertical and sloper loops, one should give the compass 
orientation, if you are telling us of the DX you worked, and of course your 
location so that we may judge the merits of the antenna. But, does anyone 
know if it matters where the corners of a horizontal loop are placed re the 
compass directions? [Other than at the North or South poles, :-)] 


3. Now some have wondered about the effect of damp earth under the loop. 
Please remember that the loop is one of the balanced antennas that should be 
ground independent if oriented vertically, unless the angle of takeoff is 
intercepted by nearby ground such as a loop oriented in a valley. (That type 
of location information helps us judge the near field effects any antenna you 
have may undergo.) A symmetric antenna that is made up of equal parts either 
side of the feed point, even if they meet on the other side as in the loop, 
will work ideally with a balanced line feeding it, just as balanced line is 
the low loss way of feeding a dipole. Of course, the problem of bringing such 
a line off at right angles to the loop feed point may be why coax is a more 
popular way of feeding them. But, for multi band use, a balanced ladder line 
type of feed is the way to go. Of course, an antenna impedance matching 
network would be needed as well. 


For a horizontal loop over earth, its elevation, and the condition of earth 
under it may determine whether it performs mostly as a high angle of take off 
"cloud warmer", or has useful low angles of radiation. For example, some 
earth can be such a poor RF reflector, that "RF ground" might be below the 
soil level under the horizontal loop. Another case is if the horizontal loop 
is located on a sharp peak, such that the earth slopes away from the center of 
the area enclosed by the loop. I imagine that will model as a good DX 
antenna, just as a beam on a mountain top is said to perform. 


I suspect much of the confusion over whether a loop is appropriate for a given 
location may be the user has not considered adequately the character of the 
earth under the antenna, and whether his needs are for DX advantage, 
suggesting a vertical loop. Or, he might be just as happy covering well some 
few hundred miles on a crowded band like 80m, where a horizontal loop offers 
good close in working, with the added advantage of all loops having lower 
electric field noise, (a major advantage on bands like 80m.) Remember you can 
raise your signal to noise factor by lowering the noise floor by using a loop. 


Does your loop have gain over a dipole? Most certainly, for it at least has 


twice the wire of the dipole, and thus has a greater capture area for signals. 
(That seems often overlooked as well in the yagi vs. quad debates, where the 
basic two element quad has more radiator than the three element yagi.) 


The Delta Loop can be suspended from a tall tree, or pole, and thus is an 
attractive configuration, but very versatile other geometries for loops are 
portrayed on the W6RCA web site, and there are more ways to use a loop than a 
dipole, especially for lower bands where space might be limited in the garden 
or yard. I know of some successful use of loops with trees or even a non 
conducting 

roof as a support, thus with due attention to the models of where the high 
voltage distribution happens around the loop, it should be possible to hang it 
for low losses. 


If your loop must be hung in a tree or quite close to earth, perhaps insulated 
wire would be most suitable. 


Hope this provides some ideas, and standard terms for describing loop 
experiences.

When I was the ARCI contest manager I did a lot of analysis on 
the logs and gear used. Three things found were: 


1. Guys using non-rotatable antennas has an advantage - 
seemed they worked QSO's while the big beam guys turned 
antennas around. 


2. Scores are directly related to time-on-air. I got a lot of 
complaints from guys in the contest 2, 3, or 4 hours being beat 
by the ones working 20-24 hours! That is one of the reasons 


behind the 4-hour sprints. 


3. Many with single-band HB rigs would not use them because 
they could not compete with the multi-band gear. That was the 
reason I added single band entries. (HB bonus points did NOT 
increase HB gear use).
